One of 
the two men was wounded in: the ankle by a shot, and re- 
moved in a precarious state to the hospital. On hearing of 
the incident, the regimental officers called out all the soldiers 
in the barrack and endeavoured to discover the culprit in 
vain. The police aid was called in with no better result. ft 
is difficult to realize why European soldiers are so bent on 
killing natives without provocation. True, natives are a sub- 
ject people, but still they are human beings and should be 
treated as such. If European Judges acquit European cri- 
minals through race feeling, the Government of India 
should adopt some measures for the protection of natives 
against European soldiers.
